Sen. Hart Committed to Civil 
Rights, Say His Supporters

SAN FRANCISCO - In the 
Pastfew weeks, the biggest story in 
the nation has been the sudden 
SUrge of Sen. Gary Hart (D-Colo- 
iado) from a darkhorse Democratic 
Presidential candidate to a _ serious 
fhallenger to incumbent President 
Ronald Reagan. 

A Gallip Poll released last week 
Showed that Hart is the only Presi- 
dential candidate who could beat 
Reagan if the election were held 
today. 


FIRST TIME 

The poll revealed that Hart re- 
ceived the support of $2% of the 

people who took part in the nation- 
Waide survey，while President Rea- 
gan received 43%. This was the first 
time a Democratic candidate has 
been able to move ahead of Reagan 
inanationwide poll. 

With Hart's sudden popularity 


in the primaries and caucuses in 


the Northeast， South and West ， 
though, has come criticism from his 
Democratic Party rivals and their 
Supporters Who charge that Hart 
has “no substance? 

Former lone front-runner Wal- 
ter Mondale claimed last week that 
“nobody really knows who Hart is” 
and accused Hart of “a lack of 
commitment to civil rights >? 

Bi Bradley，Hartbs Northern 


California campaign coordinator， 
disputed those charges. 

He pointed out that Congres- 
sional Equity Associates，a group 
Which rates legislators on various 
jssues, gave Hart a rating of 100 out 
of 100 possible points on civil rights. 

匹 asyWestasked Bradley last Fri- 
day why he thought Mondale would 
make those charges of a lack of 
commitment to civil Tights. 

“I think Meondale i js a desperate 
candjidate right now>2” the Northern 
Californla 王 | coordinator 
SuUrmised . 

Bradley said that Hart ls a sup- 
porter of bilingual education，bi- 
lingualballots and fair housing.“He 
Opposes the Simpson-Mazzoli im- 
migration bill》”Bradley added. 

He did not know whether the 
47-year-old Senator from Colorado 
SUupPported redress and reparations 
for Japanese Americans interned 
during World War II, however 

“IT think he would be Sympa- 
thetic to it》 Bradley remarked from 
his office in Sacramento. 


SYMPATHETIC 

The San Francisco Chapter of 
the_ Japanese American Citizens 
League confirmed that Hart was 
“sympathetic”to redress and repa- 
rations，but they also could not 
confirm whether Hart has come ouUt 
jn- support of the Senate redress/ 


reparations blll (3 2116). 
Harts campaign pamphlets also 
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then they'1 just disappear the next 
year，

Supervisors Vote to Acduire 
International Hotel Site

SAN FRANCISCO - Tired of 
WwWaiting，the SF Board of Super- 
V1Sors Unanlmously-passed a resolu- 
tion Monday to acquire the former 
site of the International Hotel 
through eminent domain Proceed- 
ings. 

Initiated by Supervisor John 
Molinari，the resolution urges 
Mayor Feinstein to advise the clty's 
Chief Administrative Offcer to buy 
back the property from Four Seas 
Investment Corporatlon, which cur- 
rently OwnDs it. 


The mayor last week lssued an 
ultimatum to Four Seas to either 
Present 3a Proposal for the site，or 
the city would proceed with eml- 
nent domain. Negotiations then be- 
gan_ between the mayors appointed 
citizens advlsory board committee 
and Four Seas. 

“Four Seas offered to provide 
120 units and said that they could 
bring the Trent down to an afford- 
able rate if the city would Provide 
them with a subsidy” said Rolland 


Lowe，chair of the advisory com- 
Imlttee. “We wanted 192 units;” he 
added. 

Lowe's fgure is based on a 1979 
block development Plan by the 
comimlttee Which had been ap- 
Proved by the supervisors and the 
clty Planning commission . 

When both sides were unable to 
reach an agreement by Frliday, Fein- 
Stein intervened, recommending as 
a compromise that 1$5$ units of low- 
cost housing be constructed on the 
site. As of press time，negotiations 
between the advisory committee and 
FEour Seas were still taking Place， 

During the 1960s and 70s，the 
International Hotel became a rally- 
ing point for activists who wanted 
to Dreserve the last Site of what was 
known as“Manilatown 2 

Sometimes SUPPporters of the 
hotel formed human barricades 
WwWith as many as $;000 people to 
Prevent the sheriff from posting or 
carryling out evylction orders. Ten- 
ants Were fnally evicted in August 
1977, and the hotel was demolished 
in 1979. 口

“It is Startling to realize that 
92% of persons recelving the ques- 
tionnaire were too Unconcerned， 
complacent or too busy to respond;

Redevelopment Should Take

According to the law，counclil member Gilbert 
Lindsay could,， and did，declide to form a new com- 
mlttee，this time with a majorlity of the zimnembers 
appolinted by him，linstead of all 23 members beling 
elected by the community as in the Past. 

工 hough Lindsay is salid to have characterlzed the 
elected group as Dot beling representative of the area， 
已 as1WWYest questions whether his Individual appolint- 
Iments of over half of the members can be any more 
representative of the diverse Interests in LA China- 
town than the members elected from within the com- 


Imunlty itself. 


The origlinal committee members allege that the 
dissolution of the committee came as a restilt of the 
differences In Prlorities whlch arose between them and 


the redevelopment agency. 


Ihese differences should have motivated the gov- 
ernmental bodles to work harder to persuade the mem- 


bers of the “rightness” 


of the agency's path，or they 


should have made the agency reconsider the Propriety 
of what it had concluded was best for the community. 
Instead, the differences are followed by the forma- 
tion of an entirely new committee. With the extra time 
it takes for a new group to“get Up to Speed much 
yaluable time and energy Will be wasted instead of 
being directed at the constructive development of the 


area. 


We favor a balanced redevelopment of any area 一 a 
development whlich takes into account the needs and 
deslres of those people who live and work in that area. 
Input from these groups may not always be along 
the lines desired by governmental agencies，but they 
should provide the foundation of any plan that wii 
Work，that will have the support of the community， 
and that will, in the long run， be in the best Interests 


of all concerned .

SAN FRANCISCO - Diabetes 
mellitus affects 13% of the US popu- 
lation and only about half of those 
People know that they have the 
disease， The number of diabetes 
Patients has been Increasing at 3 
Iate of 6% yearly. At this rate, the 
incldence of diabetes can be ex- 
pected to double every 15 years. 

As a result, the National Com- 
mission on Diabetes estimates that 
the _ average American born today 
has a one-in-five cbance of develop- 
ing _ diabetes，The disease ls the 
thlird-ranking cause of death in the 
US，behind cardiovascular disease 
and cancer. 

COMPLICATIONS 

Among the complications of dia- 
betes are kldney disease; coronary
